Despite diplomatic statements 
made to the press from time to 
time that “the Berg family refuses 
to co-operate with the authorities,” 
Chief of Police Gerk was fully in- 
formed of every step taken to bring 
about the release of Alexander 
Berg, and the arrest of the kidnap- 
ers’ agent, Paul A. Richards. 

These official complaints seem- 
ingly were designed to put the 
kidnapers and their associates off 
guard, but despite them the kid- 
napers apparently tried to watch 
the movements of Morris G. Levin- 
son, attorney for the family, who 
effected Berg’s return. 

- Levinson was warned indirectly 
one time to stay away from police 
if he wanted “to see Mr. Berg 
alive,” and word that he was being 
trailed was twice sent to the Levin- 
son home. However, he successful- 
ly carried through a set of plans 
pre-arranged with Chief Gerk. 

In all, five notes were received 
from Berg while he was held in 
captivity. He wrote six, the fur 
dealer has said, but the lawyer to 
whom the last note was addressed 
told the Post-Dispatch today first, 
that he did not receive the-com- 
munication and later that he did 
not care to discuss the matter.

A special delivery letter in Berg’s 
handwriting, mailed in East St. 
Louis at 10 p. m. Friday, and re- 
ceived by Mrs. Berg at the Park 
Plaza at 1a. ..

Flyer Tells How He Sighted 
Castaways Adrift in Caribbean 
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Search in 


Pan-American Airways Pilot Gives Details 
of Discovery as Ships Make Futile 


Vicinity. 


11.—Capt. 
Frank Ormsbee, Par:-American Air- 
ways’ pilot, landed here today to 
describe the perilous plight of a 
greup of shipwrecked men and one 
woman he said he saw in the 
Caribbean Sea off the coast of Co- 
lombia Monday. 

“Ten were in a lifeboat, with two 
men On a nearby life raft,” the pilot 
stated, after landing at Miami with 
the plane he ‘was flying when he 
saw the group. “I am not sure 
there was a woman in the lifeboat, 
but it looked very much like it.” 


Another man was clinging des- 
perately to a gasoline drum that 
floated near the lifeboat. ‘ 

“The fact that a great deal of 
wreckage was floating in the near 
vicinity made me believe a coast- 
wise steamer or boat had just sunk, 
from an explosion or from some 
other cause.”"’ Ormsbee continued. 

As he saw the shipwrecked party, 
Ormsbee swung his 22-passenger 
seaplane low through rain and fog 
and signaled to them that he was 
sending for help. As he signaled, 
the radio operator of the plane 
tapped out a call for assistance for 
the stranded people. 


Waves tossed the tiny lifeboats as 
the pilot circled above them. A 
25-mile-an-hour wind and the 
heavy sea prevented his alighting to 
effect a rescue. He had ample 
space in the seaplane, but feared 
for safety of the plane and its pas- 
sengers, should he try to come down 
in the sea. It was too dark for the 
two passengers to take pictures had 
there been a camera on the plane, 
he said. 

He was surprised that steamers 
which answered the call have been 
unable to find trace of the people or 


A rag fashioned into a distress 
signal flew from an oar held aloft 
in the lifeboat. A ship’s hatchway 
converted into a raft carried two 
men just behind the boat. Another 
lifeboat—-empty — was nearby. 
From 50 to 100 fuel drums littered 
the vicinity. On one was the thir- 
teenth castaway. ¢ 

When Ormsbee reached Baran- 
quilla Monday afternoon he supple- 
mented the message, broadcast for 
the benefit of all ships in the vi- 
cinity, with dispatches to his 
company. 

A few hours later two vessels— 
the Geisha and the Costa Rica— 
Started toward the position given by 
Ormsbee, about 80 miles off the 
coast of Colombia. The progress 
of the Geisha was not known, but 
it was presumed that, like the Cos- 
ta Rica, it was prevented by turbu- 
lent seas from reaching the spot. 

Ormsbee calculated that the high 
seas running would carry the cast- 
aways far to the north and west 
of where he sighted them. Visibil- 
ity was extremely poor. The Costa 
Rica put in last night at Cartagena. 

No reports of any wrecks at sea 
have been received and the iden- 
tity of the castaways remained a 
mystery.

The dispatch of the fresh brigade 
was authorized by Emperor Hiro- 
hito himself on request of Gen. 
Hanzo Kanaya, chief of the Japa- 
nese general staff. 

Four Japanese destroyers were 
ordered to proceed from Port Ar- 
thur to Kure because of increasing 
gravity of the Manchurian situa- 
tion, and the cruiser Yakuno was 
ordered from Yokosuka to Sasebo 
to await further orders. 

It was stated, however, that the 
new brigade of troops would merely 
replace a Korean brigade which 
has been on constant duty in Man- 
churia since Sept. 18. 


Memorandum to World. 


The Government also proceeded 
by a memorandum sent to all its 
ambassadors abroad to create a 
more favorable impression of the 
Japanese case in the other nations 
of the world. 

The memorandum contained a 
list of what were called China’s 
‘‘misdeeds,” including disregard of 
treaties and activities intended to 
harass Japan _ systematically in 
Manchuria, where Japan has more 
than $1,000,000,000 invested. 

Kenkichi Yoshizawa, Japanese 
representative on the League of 
Nations Council, was instructed to 
concentrate, in presenting Japan’s 
case, on the course of events lead- 
ing up to the outbreak of Sept. 18 
rather than to go into a detailed 
explanation of the country’s present 
action. He was told to set out the 
long list of treaty violations which 
Japan charges China has commit- 
ted. 

High circles here hope the Coun- 
cil will be convinced of the sincer- 
ity of Japan's intentions when the 
members hear that it has up to now 
refrained from sending troops from 
Japan proper to reinforce the units 
in Manchuria, in spite of the fact 
that these have been handicapped 
by their comparatively small num- 
bers in their efforts to maintain 
order in the territory. 


How Clash Started. 


The new encounter occurred 
near Kuchengtzu, 400 miles from 
the recent Nonni Bridge  battle- 
field, dispatches to the newspapers 
Asahi and Hochi Shimbun say, 
when wandering Chinese cavalry 
stumbled into a company of Jap- 
anese infantrymen yesterday. Cas- 
ualties included seven Japanese 
soldiers wounded. 

A foreign office spokesman re- 
iterated Japan’s determination to 
stand firmly, regardless of conse- 
quences, On its principles in the 
Manchurian dispute. It will yield 
nothing to the League of Nations 
when the council meets in Paris 
next Monday, he said, -but will try 
to show that Japan is right. 

If all the facts are explained, the 
League, he said, may conceive of 
the establishment of permanent 
international control in China, on 
the theory that “only foreigners 
would be able to give China hon- 
est. government.” 

Japan will have its spokesman.

Winifred Sackville Stoner IT, the 
daughter, was only 3 years old 
when she called her mother a “pre- 
varicatrist” for saying that a little 
dog could laugh, or that a dish 
could run away with a spoon. From 
then on both mother and daughter 
were famous. 

Mrs. Stoner recommended that all 
families declare war on “Mother 
Goose” and submitted substitutions, 
A typical rhyme went as follows: 
“Little Jack Cable. when at the table.

Always enjoyed each meal.” 

Winifred wrote poetry at a very 
early age, and she and her mother 
collaborated on a volumgie called 
“Mother Stoner’s Jinglelays,”’ for 
which Mrs. Stoner wrote the music. 

At the age of 10 the daughter 
spoke four languages and cave les- 
sons in French and Esperanto. Her 
mother traveled widely as a lectur- 
er, wrote several books concerned 
with child education, and founded 
the World League for Fostering 
Genius. 

Winifred II recently was married 
for the third time. On Sept. 3, Mrs 
Stoner said her daughter was going 
tv leave her husband, Earl Winston 
Harrison, a Texas oil man, and that 
she was definitely through with 
marriage.

Speakers at the opening session 
at Bishop Tuttle Memorial, were 
Prof. Isaac Lippincott of Washing- 
ton University, Prof. Herbert H. 
Coulson of St. Louis University and 
Prof. J. Ray Cable of Washington 
University. 

The program for the afternoon 

Session, at St. Louis University Law 
School, includes addresses on po- 
litical problems by Prof. George A. 
Andrews of Principia College: 
Prof. Thomas O’Connor of St. Louis 
University, and Prof. Joseph M. 
Klamon of Washington University. 
The final session, dealing with ad- 
justment agencies, will be held at 
Temple Israel, Kingshighway and 
Washington boulevard, at 8 o'clock 
tonight. 
Competitive strength of modern 
nations rests primraily on financial 
and industrial arrangements rather 
than territorial control or access to 
marKets, Prof. Lippincott, who 
opened the seminar, said. His ad- 
dress dealt with the altered indus- 
trial positions of the Western 
Powers. 

Germany's Strong Position. 
“Present conditions offer ma- 
terial for an interesting forecast,”’ 
he said, “for granted political sta- 
bility, Germany may emerge in the 
hext quarter century as the strong- 
est industrial nation in Europe, 
second only to the United States 
as an industrial power. French 
policy envisages this outcome. In- 
dustrial power is more dangerous 
than military power.” 

Industrial dominance by Ger- 
many, Prof. Lippincott said, would 
be made possibly through such 
factors aS a smal]! 
and the possibility that a long 
moratorium or complete debt can- 
cellation would reduce ‘its debt 
burden to hegligible proportions. 
Except for Russia, Germany is 
more self-contained than any 
European nation, he said, while it 
is in an excellent position to ob- 
tain raw materials from Russia 
and ship merchandise there. 
“In fact, Germany will be the 
chief beneficiary of any good for- 
tune that comes to Russia,” he 
said, “and no other nation can ex- 
pect as much.” 

Influence of Tariffs. 
Prof. Coulson told of the influ- 
ence of tariffs and international 
obligations upon trade. He traced 
the history of free trade and tariff 
barriers, pointing out a system aid- 
ing one country might not be fea- 
sible if adopted by anohter. 
“History shows that tariffs and 
freed trade existed side by side 
and commerce expanded under 
both,” he said. ‘‘Economists can 
tell you why the system no longer 
works and why statesmen must 
give serious thought to the tariff 
problem, regarding it not from the 
narrow point of view of the privi- 
leged groups but bearing in mind 
what is best for the world in gen: 
eral.’’ 
Prof. Cable said that this Ar- 
mistice day finds the world in a 
state “of great financial 
sion.” The financial crisis in En- 
gland has cleared the air, he said,

The Farm Board 
sought to minimize speculation and 
became the ereatest speculator in | 
grain and cotton; it sought to stab- | 
llize prices and it drove them | 
downward, far below the cost of 
production; it sought to prevent 
a surplus and only increased the 
surplus; it sought to decrease the 
planting arceage and only in- 
creased it; it sought to secure 
orderly marketing and, with the 
Government as the biggest specu- 
lator in wheat and cotton with un- 
limited means, the @rderly market- 
ing became disorderly past prece- 
dent. It sought to prevent depres- 
sion in agriculture, and it has 
brought about the greatest depres- 
sion in our history: it sought t6 
| Prevent wasteful methods of dis- 
itribution and only succeeded in 
imposing upon the people of the 
‘United States at least one-half of | 
,the present Governmental deficit.” |

an element in the Constitution. | 
“Its founders,” he said, “believed | 
‘that government was a necessary 
evil and that its only function was | 
\to do for the individual what the 
individual could not do for him- 
self. Under this policy of non- 
interference by government with 
the self-development of the in- 
dividual our country became the 
| greatest nation in the world.” 
Nearly 50 years ago, with the 
creation of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, Beck went on, | 
“Individualism began to vield to | 
government collectivism. This spirit | 
grew, until wartime when govern- | 
mental operation of railroads for | 
32 months left a deficit of $1,600,- | 
000,000 and the Shipping Board | 
one of $600,000,000.” | 
There are now, he said, 150 gov- | 
ernmental agencies regulating the 
life of the individual “and the 
scope of their activities ranges 
from the cradie to the grave.”’

The million 
Greeks who were shipped from 
Anatolia to Greece and the 700,000 
Turks who were sent from Greece 
to Anatolia are at last to be allowed 
to revisit their lost homes, relatives 
and friends by the permission of 
each Government. 

The consummation of Turko- 
Greek friendship with Premier 
Ismet Pasha's recent visit to Athens 
brought this development.

Assembly last night, by a vote of 
191 to 4, following charges of brib- 
ery. 

It was alleged that he attempted 
to byy protection from the Re- 
ssponsibilities Commission which 
was investigating allegedly illegal 
business dealings under the dicta- 
orship of Primo de Rivera. 

It was the second time within a 
week that the Assembly expelled 
one of its members. Emiliano 
Iglesias, leader of the radical Re- 
publican party, was expelled last 
Friday on suspicion that he had 
acted for March in offering 25,000 
pesctas (about $2200) to buy infor- 
mation from a member of the Re- 
sponsibilities Commission. 

March failed to attend the ses- 
sion of the Assembly which voted 
to expel him, having said that per- 
secution by his colleagues prevented 
him from presenting his case. In- 
stead, he sent letters tn which he 
declared his innocence of the bri- 
bery charge, as well as the charge 
that the commission was investigat- 
ing. The latter accusation was that 
he had used mony illegally to ac- 
quire a tobacco monopolsx and oth- 
er concessions under the monarchy.

Assets “Written Down.” 
Clarke said the old. company

down to $75,000,000, thus deduct- 
ing not only the $8,300,000 for de- 
preciation, but nearly $40,000,000 
more. He said the $75,000,000 also 
was an arbitrary figure and that if 
the company had then had the rate 
base valuation which was fixed 
later by the Public Service Com-* 
mission at $66,000,000 it would 
have used that for its book assets. 
Clarke’ added that the company 
had never earned the return to 
which it is entitled and that it had

Dr. - Short Pieckilnas Suc- 
cess a Geneva Session Is 
Largely in Its espa 


The success of the woul disar- 
m&ment conference at Geneya in 
1932 hinges on whether the United 
States adopts ‘‘a liberal attitude to- 
ward proposals for reductions in 
armaments,” Dr. Lloyd M., Short, 
professor of political science and 
public ldw at the University of 
Missouri, said in an address here 
today before the social economy 
and international relations section 
of the Wednesday Club, 

“The potential strength of this 
nation and our position of relative 
security make it feasible for us’ to 
adopt .a liberal attitude toward 
proposals for reduction in arma- 
ments,” he said. “It is essential 
that our representatives as in the 
Washington conference of 1922, be 
determined to overcome the tech- 
nical obstacles to disarmament, of 
where there are many, in the larg- 
er interests of economic rehabilita- 
tion and international peace.” 

Practical Objective. 

Declaring complete disarmament 
except for police purposes is now 
nothing. more tham a_é Utopian 
dream and that the only practical 
objective for the present is limita- 
tion and reduction of armaments 
by international agreements, Dr. 
Short continued? 
“The financial burden imposed 
upon the nations of the world by 
an wumnrestrained eompetition in 
armaments—each country striving 
to attain a supposed state of ade- 
quate preparedness for defense 
purposes—constitutes a powerful 
argument for disarmament.

Twelfth Boulevard end Oltos Sree 500,000 square miles; that its population is more than 
three times as great as ours; that in this territory 
are 30 separate sovereign states, each with its own 
central government, army, fortified frontiers and 
tariff walls erected against all its neighbors, besides 
the racial and religious differences, the confusion 
of languages and the legacies of antagonisms and 
hatreds bequeathed by wars and invasions and plun- 
derings. We may have known all this in a general 
way, but the British statesman paints it in vivid 
strokes. 

His article was addressed to American readers. Its 
effect was heightened by a description of a hypothet- 
ical America. Thus: 

Suppose, for example, that Illinois had to main- 
tain an army, an air force, frontier posts and 
guards adequate to defend it against attacks by 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Missouri, Kentucky or Indi- 
ana, or combinations of any or all of these, 


with further states beyond them, and a navy to 
protect Chicago from the fleet of Michigan. 


If, in addition to this bristling panoply of war, 
our interstate commerce were dammed by tariff bar- 
riers on every state line, and if we talked a Babel 
of various tongues and were forever harassed, either 
by the fear of assault or inflamed with the motive of 
revenge for an ancient wrong or a fresh grievance— 
if that were our political and economic structure, we 
should be in much the same case as Europe. 

The contrast, however, has further depths to sound. 
Financially, the nations of Europe have a burden of 
internal debts that makes our own national indebted- 
ness of 16 billions seem a comparatively small ac- 
count. 

Such is the plight of Europe. Desperate is not 
too strong a word for it. Collapse is in the air. Ex- 
cept for the assistance provided by the United States 
and England, more than one European government 
would have gone to smash. And the people, we are 
told, no longer accept their privations and wretched- 
ness in the old spirit of docile resignation. Educa- 
tion is at work in Europe. No longer is complaint 
whispered. Rebellion speaks out loud. “How much 
better, then, to bear the ills we have than fly to

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ST. LOUIS’ DUTY IN THE CHARITIES CAMPAIGN. 

St. Louis today is in the midst of its greatest 
charity campaign, to meet the greatest need the city 
has known. In a united effort, the Community 
Fund, which includes 51 agencies, is seeking $2,250,- 
000, and the Citizens’ Committee on Relief and Un- 
employment has a goal of $750,000. These are large 
amounts, it is true, but they are in proportion to 
the total of the city’s needy. A survey by the Citi- 
zens’ Committee Nov. 1 showed that St. Louis had 
125,000 unemployed. The Cegsus Bureau last Jan- 
uary found 94,000 without work; hence, in 10 menths 
there has been an increase of 33 per cent in unem- 
ployment. With their families, these unemployed 
form an appallingly large sector of the population. 
Without assistance, these families face a winter of 
destitution. If the $3,000,000 goal can be reached, 
it will be possible to prevent a vast amount of suf- 
fering. 

Many more of our citizens are in the border line 
territory: not in need of relief but unable to con- 
tribute to the assistance of others. Their slender 
incomes will barely carry them along, but the con- 
tributions they gave to charity in former years can- 
not now be made. This narrows the field of givers, 
and increases the duty of those in position to con- 
tribute. The first announcements of donations in- 
dicate a praiseworthy trend on the part of the more 
fortunate to increase their usual gifts. And it is 
only by this means that the charities goal can be 
reached. Gov. Pinchot and other spokesmen have 
recently indicted the wealthy for their meager as-

World is still paying for war, 13 years after it ended; economic aftermath has broughe 
such misery that some leaders are flirting with idea of another conflict for tem- 
porary relief from depression; their failure to realize the cost and the growth of 
armaments indicate that the lessons of the 1914-18 holocaust have not been learned.

HIRTEEN years ago, Germany accepted 
T the armistice terms offered by Presideit 

Wilson. These embraced his famous 
14 points, designed to bring about a peace 
of justice and good will. After nearly two 
Gecades, the states of Europe are more 
anxiously engaged in trying to undo the 
evil effects of the war and the subsequent 
peace than at any time since Aug. 1, 1914. 
This may be a propitious moment to try to 
draw a few lessons that may be of help 
in charting our future. 

How about the ideals for which we poured 
Out blood and money? Have the noble is- 
sues set forth by Mr. Wilson in 1917 and 
1918 been realized? The war to end war 
and armaments failed to materialize. Last 
year the world spent $4.158,000,000 for arm- 
aments, $100,000,000 more than the year 
before. France and her allies have a mili- 
tary strength amounting to more than 49 
to 1 against their old enemies. No such 
military preponderance has been knowa 
since Julius Caesar’s day. France still struts 
as a victor at a moment when good will 
is needed to save humanity. 

Nor was the world made safe for d2- 
mocracy. Between plutocracy, Communism 
and Fascism, democracy is in greater dis- 
repute and jeopardy than at any other time 
since the revolutions of 1848. Nor have 
the rights of small nations and self-deter- 
mination fared much better. New peoples 
have passed under the yoke. The oppressed 
have become the oppressors. 

Security, if there is any, is still procured 
by sheer military force or diplomatic du- 
plicity. The peace of justice, proclaimeu 
by Mr. Wilson, turned out to be one of the 
most vindictive settlements in human his- 
tory, from the destructive results of which 
our alarmed leaders are right now desper- 
ately endeavoring to rescue the Western 
world. The 14 points were betrayed and 
rejected. Once the Germans had stacked 
their arms, there was no thought of keep- 
ing faith with them. The secret treaties 
were brought out of the cellar, and the 
bargaining for spoils began. 

Such are the fruits of the four years of 
fury and the 13 years of folly. There is 
Mttle use of crying over spilled milk. But 
it is not too much to hope that a lesson 
so terrible and so plain as this can end 
policies designed to lead to a tragedy as 
great or greater than that which started 17 
years ago.

The thirteenth anniversary of the end of 
the “war to end war” thus invites serieus 
consideration. We find much of the civil- 
ized world in a state of such abject misery 
that many leaders, secretly pr openly, are 
considering the possibility of another war 
as a temporary relief from the economic 
depression. That is probably the chief 
danger in the European situation today. 
Things may get bad enough so that. in 
sheer desperation, peoples will turn to war 
as the only practical and rapid way out 
of their economic suffering. Though those 
who lived through the World War remem- 
ber its horrors, they also remember that 
they ate and had a life full of vast excite- 
ment. To many the battle line seems less 
horrible than the bread Iine, 

Zet @ little reflection on the eostse and } 


results of the World War should effectively 
shatter this menacing mirage. War may 
afford a moment’s respite. but on “the 
morning after’ things are worse than ever. 

Look at the exhibit presented by the 
World War.

Writing shortly after the war was over, 
Prof. Bogart said: “The figures are both 
incomprehensible and appalling, yet even 
these do not take into account the effect 
of the war on life, human vitality, eco- 
nomic well-being, ethics, morality or other 
phases of human relationships and activities 
which have been disorganized and injured. 
It is evident from the present disturbances 
in Europe that the real costs cannot be 
measured by the direct money outlays of 
the belligerents in the five years of its du- 
ration, but that the very breakdown of 
modern economic life may be the price ex- 
acted.” Prof. Bogart’s words, we must sadly 
admit, are even more true and timely today 
than they were 10 years ago. 

Europe is today paying the price—and 
it may be only the beginning of the total 
cost—for the abysmal carnage and destruc- 
tion of 1914-18. Yet so little is man ca- 
pable of profiting by the lessons of the past 
that he seeks relief from the bill accumu- 
lated in one great debauch with Mars by 
once more making eyes at the gory god of 
war. -If the world should now seek refuge 
from its present dizzy hangover by gettinz 
“cock-eyed” in another season of carnage, 
there is little hope for the continuation of 
Western civilization. For this reason it may 
not be bad policy to offer a cold towel in 
the form of the economic balance sheet of 
the World War. 

Perhaps the appalling costs of the car- 
nage and its aftermath could be partially 
justified if there were any evidence that 
the practical leaders of men had learned 
any lesson—if they had been led to take 
steps to scrap the engines of war anid 
create machinery for peace. But the war 
to end great armaments left the world more 
heavily armed in 1931 than in 1914. 

Such is the state of affairs on the date 
of the thirteenth anniversary of the armis- 
tice. No sensible person expects any state 
to scrap its defenses while its neighbors 
arm to the teeth. But it is about time that 
the nations got together for a really sineere 
facing of the disarmament problem, if we 
do not want the apes to protest the doc-

ditions—to substitufe for the slow 
and painful death a quick and 
painless one. 


“This, we submit, should be re- 
garded not merely as an act of 
mercy but as a matter of elemen- 
tary human right. It is difficult 
to see, if properly safeguarded, 
that it would be in any way con- 
trary to the highest interests of 
the community as a whole.” 


“Assuming,” Dr. Millard said, 
“that the time has come when the 
applicant, having discussed the 
matter with those near him and 
with his spiritual adviser, decides 
to act upon his permit, he will 
send word to the practitioner con-

St. Louis milk consumers are

“The Pevely Dairy is paying 
farmers about 3% cents a. quart, 
and charging consumers 11 cents, 
which leaves a spread of 7% cents 
a quart. The Chicago spread is 8 
cents a quart—a quarter of a cent 
more than in St. Louis. That dif- 
ference is taken up by the higher 
drivers’ wage alone, and in addition 
to that, the inside dairy workers in 
Chicago are organized, with a mini- 
mum wage.

With exceptions, the general re- 
tail level in St. Louis is 11 cents a 
quart. Attorney-General Shartel 
has begun an investigation to de- 
termine whether there is price-fix- 
ing or other conditions to warrant 
‘the filing of an antitrust suit. Deal- 
ers who buy from the Sanitary Milk 
Producers pay on the “base and 
surplus” plan, whereby the produc- 
ers’ price for base mifk, for fluid 
consumption, is proportionate to its 
higher retail value, and less is paid 
for surplus milk which goes into 
by-products. 

This price basis, successfully 
used for years in several cities, 
was described to the Federation by 
I. W. Heap of Baltimore, secre- 
tary-manager of the Maryland 
State Dairymen’s Association, less 
from the standpoint of the produ- 
cers’ own interest than as a form 
of insurance against seasonal sur- 
pluses and shortages which the 
farmers, in fairness, owed the re- 
tailers. 

Keeping Supply Level. 

Heap described several varia- 
tions of the fundamental plan, un- 
der which each farmer's “‘base” is 
determined by the amount he ships 
at the low production season. All 
above that amount goes at the low- 
er “surplus” price, and, whenever 
he ships less during the shortage 
season, he loses his base and has 
to start all over again. These pen-

GIRL ATHLETES 
LEAD MEN IN 
A.A.U. RECORDS 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—The fe- 
male of the species once again 
proved more damaging than the 


male in the yearly assault on 
the American records of the 
Amateur Athletic Union, it was 
revealed vesterday. Of the 144 


record performances, to be passed 


upon by the A. .A. WU. at its 
forty-third annual convention at 
Kansas City Nov. 15-17, 75 are 


credited to women track and field 
athletes and swimmers, and 69 to 
men. The tabulated list of record 
applications was received yesterday 
at A. A. U. headquarters from Ed- 
win F. Schaefer of Buffalo, chair- 
man of the A. A. U. Record Com- 
mittee. 

A girl swimmer, as was expected, 
heads the list of applicants for rec- 
ords. She is Miss Helene Madison, 
18-year-old star of the Washington 
4A. C., Seattle, the leader a year ago, 
who is seeking ghee aren for 10 
world marks and 27 American rec- 
ords. The nsclietunie of her rec- 
ords is regarded as only a formal- 
ity, and so in two weeks Miss Mad- 
ison will find herself official holdar 
of all the world free-style records 
there are in swimming, 16 in all, 
ranging from 1090 yards to one mile. 
No other swimmer, man or woman, 
ever has achieved this amazing feat. 

Miss Madison already holds 11 
world records, which she made a 
vear ago in her first national cam- 
paign. The five other records fell 
to her prowess this year, and she 
also bettered five standards she al- 
ready held. 

Second to Miss Madison in the 
record application list is another 
woman athlete, Miss Mildred 
(Babe) Didrikson of Dallas, Tex., 
allround traek and field performer 
and holder of three national titles. 
She is applying for eight records. 
Miss Stella Walsh of Cleveland, 
fastest of the girl sprinters, seeks 
approval of seven records.

ROMBERG HAS WRITTEN. 
56 SHOWS, STILL AT IT 


Has Made Money So He Could 
Take Two or Three Years 
Off and Lie Around.

NEW YORK, Novy. 11.—Sigmund 
Romberg, who started out to be a 
civil engineer, recently saw pro- 
duced his fifty-sixth Broadway 
show containing music. At least, 
he has been told it was the fifty- 
sixth. He can’t remember, him- 
self, although he is inclined to think 
the figure is a little high. 

In the 22 years since he came to 
New York from Vienna, unable to 
speak a word of English, and start- 
ed earning his living by playing a 
piano in theatér orchestras, he has 
made enough - money so that he 
‘could now, to use his own expres- 
sion, “take two or three years off 
and lie around.” ., 

He has a penthouse studio, just 
off Fifth avenue, containing both a 
piano and a pipe organ, and prob- 
ably the world’s finest private col- 
lection of operatic scores. There 
he likes to gather hia friends to- 
gether to sing “close harmony” 
when he is not working on an op- 
eretta. ‘ 

Of all the scores he has written 
since he wrote the music for a Win- 
ter .Garden show in 198918 and 
stepped out of the role of pianist 


into that of composer, these four 
come to mind immediately when 


'you ask him to name some of his 


favorites: “Blossom Time,” “May- 
time,” “Student Prince” and “Des- 
ert Song.”

“It’s easier for me to change the 
tunes sometimes,’ he said, “that for 
the singer to chance his voice.” 

“Fast Wind,’ His Latest. 

His latest score, “East Wind,” 
was recently produced. He is now 
engaged on another, but will not 
discuss it until the production is 
announced. 

Romberg had just finished n 
three-year course in civil ingineer- 
ing in Vienna when he came to the 
United States, in 1909, at the age 
of 22. His father, a chemical en-) 
gineer, did not oppose his coming| 
and would have been willing to help! 
him financially while he was getting 
a start as a composer, he said. 

“But he didn’t have to,”” he add-| 
ed. “I made plenty of money at} 
piano playing for the first four 
years, “and after I started writing 
music, I was most fortunate. I’ve 
always had plenty to do."’ 

Between operettas Romberg has 
for some years been working on an 
opera, but he won't discuss it at all. 

“It will probably never be pro- 
duced,” -he said. “Victor Herbert 
had two operas produced—and they 
broke his heart.”
